REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art fails to teach the claimed inventions alone or in combination. 
The invention was rejected on the grounds of recapturing the subject matter. Applicant 
in his reply brief has argued that the current claims do not warrant recapture rejection. 
The claims were analyzed in view of recent court decisions. Specifically, analyzing the 
claims in view of Ex Parte Eggert, it was observed that a reissue claims recites a 
broader form of the key limitation added/argued during original prosecution to overcome 
an art rejection (and therefore not entirely removing that key limitation). Therefore it has 
been concluded that the reissue claims may not be rejected under recapture doctrine. 
Therefore the invention as claimed is allowable over the cited prior art.
